Conclusions of 1 the 8 State Fruit-Grow- 
ers’ Convention. 


The proceedings of the Fruit-Grow- 
ers’ Convention, which was in session 
in Los Angeleg from “November 17th 
to 2ist inclusive, were daily published 
in toe news columns of the Times; but 
certain points of vitel importance, 
brought out in the discussions of that 
body, ought to be repeated and 
brought out ia relief, as it were, for 
the benefit of the fruit-growers of the 
State. The conclusions reached by 
the convention were about as follows: 

That fruit-growing, while hedged 
about by difficulties and at present 
under a cloud by reason of the disor- 
ganized state of the markets, is des- 
tined to be the leading industry of 
California ; overshadowing every other. 

That, to bring about this legitimate 
and reasonable conclusion, the fruit- 
growers must face their difficulties 
like men and overcome them. 

That the must esseptial step to be 
taken is the organization of fruit- 
growers in upious for the shipment 
and marketing of their products, and 
to secure reduced rates of freight. 

That our fruits must be placed on 
Eastern markets at such reasonable 
prices as will make them every day 
com forts instead of rare luxuries, there- 
by inducing larger purchases. 

That, in the sentiment of co-opera- 
tion, the fruit-growers of the State are 


practically one, though differing as to | the 


methods of organization.

The Fruit Onion. 
Pacific Rural Press.) 

The trustees of the California Fruit 
Union bave been in seasion two days of 
tLis week, concluding their work on 
Wednesday afternoon, just as we go to 
press and too late to sliow a full record 
of the proceedings. The work of the 
trustees has been especially bestowed 
upon the amendment of tae by-laws 
so that they may mect important con- 
siderations which have been advanced 
since the meeting of November 10th 
and 11th. 

The first nine sections of the by-laws 
have been accepted with but slight 
changes, except that in Section 9, the 

roposition abgut not voting proxies 
n excess of ten times the shares owned 
by the holder of the proxy, has been 
stricken out. 

Section 10 has been amended so that 
shippers may have choice of destina- 
tion (whether they have been previ- 
ously fruit shippers or not), providing 
that the Union may exercise advisory 
supervision to prevent too much fruit 
ging to the same place, etc. 

Section 12 is new throug! out and 
provides that local organizations of 
any kind may subscribe for stock in 
the Union, as organizations, to the 
amount of the ac ee by the 
individual members prgeoiza- 
tions. 

Section 13 is also new hunatinih 
and provides for the election of “local 
Boards,” acting in unison for districts 
comprising not less than three adja- 
cent pone. which have distinct and 
peculiar products, with a different 
marketing season. The aim of this 

ision is to secure to localities 
which have such products a local con- 
trol in all that may be essential to the 
protection of their special local inter- 
ests, while at the same time they are 
participating in the general facilities 
of the Union. This section is obvi- 


_| Ously designed to meet the conditions 


and sentiment in Southern California. 
In sddition to ther work on by-laws 
the trustees completed their orgenizs- 
tien, which pow stands as follows: 
Horatio P. Livermore, President; L. 
W. Buck, Vice-President; A. T. Hatch, 
Secretary and Treasurer. 

The Board passed a resolution that 
Secretary and President proceed to 
issue mai of the Union to its sub- 
scribers, and to call ia an installment 
of 25 per cent. thereon on the delivery 
of stock.
